both  cases  become  in  reality  a  part 
of  the  working  machinery  ol  the  towns. 
In  Stoughton  the  Improvement  Socie 
^  has  received  the  most  substantial 
and  hearty  support  of  the  cituens  of 
the  town  and  more  than  all,  of  that 
most  popular  and  enterprising  sheet, 
the  Sto*£*t**  Sra/tfaM  and  in  return 
for  this  encouragement  and  support 
the  society  has  been  employed  con- 
stantly in  the  improvement  and  sup- 
port of  the  town's  institutions.  It  has 
built  concrete  sidewalks  on  nearly  all 
of  the  principal  streets  it  has  erected 
drinking  fountains  at  convenient  loca- 
tions; it  has  set  out  shade  trees  and 
has  made  many  improvements  which 
could  well  be  made  in  our  own  town. 
South  Weymouth  also  has  such  a  so- 
and  one  need  only  mention  the 
subject  to  its  cituens  to  learn  of  the 
many  good  jobs  done  hy  the  society. 

No*  to  return  to  the  field  for  work 
for  a  society  in  Cohasset.  We  hare 
recently  referred  to  the  nasty  and  un- 
healthy condition  of  the  Meeting- 
house pond.  In  the  righting  of  this 
evil  and  disgrace  to  the  town,  an  Im- 
provement Society ,  composed  of  some 
r  enterprising  citixens.  could  and 
undoubtedly  would,  devote  its  first 
efforts.  The  expense  of  draining  and 
cleaning  the  pond  would  be  trifling  in 
comparison  to  the  improvement  which 
it  would  be,  and  the  expense  of  huild- 
i  plain  but  substantial  granite 
wall  around  the  banks  would  not  be 
great  and  even  the  work  of  paving  the 
entire  bottom  would  not  be  an  expense 
of  alarming  proportions.  Our  beau 
tiral  (?)  common  would  also  claim  at- 
tention of  the  society.  As  is  well 
known  to  oar  ci  tire  as  the  common  in 
its  present  condition  is  an  unsightly 
plot  to  say  the  least.  A  few  years 
since,  Mr.  Chas.  Bates  realizing  this 
fact,  seen  red  the  permission  of  the 
Selectmen  to  fence  ofl  a  small  portion 
the  north-westerly  end  of  this  plot 
and  hy  a  little  attention  and  the  use 
at  fertilizers  has  converted  the  former 
dead  grass  into  a  handsome  green 
Lawn.  This  work  should  now  be  con- 
tinned.  The  two  cross  roads  travers- 
ing the  common  diagonally  should  be 
dosed.  They  are  certainly  a  conven- 
ience bat  with  the  two  drive-ways  at 
each  end  oar  drivers  and  merchants 
would  be  bat  little  inconvenienced  by 
the  dosing  ol  the  first  named.  A 
suitable*  fence  could  be  haflt  at  slight 
expense  and  the  work  of  renewing  the 
verdure  would  then  only  be  a  matter 
of  time  and  attention.  In  this  con- 
nection it  has  been  suggested  by  one 
of  our  farmers  that  if  the  entire  com- 
mon were  ploughed  and  a  crop  of  corn 
or  potatoes  raised  i'  would  kill  oat 
the  weeds  and  then  by  the  use  of  fer- 
tilizers a  handsome  grass  plot  could 
easily  be  secured.  Many  or  her 
chances  for  improvements  are  hrougbt 
oar  mind  but  we  do  not  wish  to 
nmerate  so  many  as  to  discourage 
the  projectors  of  the  society,  but  by 
all  means  let  the  society  be  formed  at 
Let  some  of  our  interested 
citizens  call  a  meeting  for  the  purpose 
at  once  and  let  oar  wealthy  ones,  give 
the  pioject  their  substantial  support 
the  way  of  funds,  for  of  course, 
money  will  be  needed  at  the  begin- 
ning. Let  our  citizens  ibow  to  onr 
■ighbon  that  they  are  not  to  be  dis- 
tanced in  matter*  pertaining  to  the 
improvement  of  the  many  attractions 
nature  has  given  their  town,  and  the 
columns  of  the  Cottager  will  be 
open  to  all  matter*  tending  to  the  sue 
ce»»  of  the  Cohasset  Village  Improv 
[  Society. 


Narrow  EscAr-K. 
Mr.C  F.  B.  Tilden's  barge  "Cym- 
bcline"  and  two  occupants  narrowly 
escaped  a  serious  accident  last  Satur- 
day afternoon.  The  harge  was  stand- 
ing on  the  pier  at  Nantasket  Beach 
and  the  driver,  Mr.  George  Thayer, 
was  standing  at  the  door  in  the  rear 
loading  his  passengers  from  the  boat 
which  had  just  arrived,  two  passen- 
gers, Susie  Snow  of  this  village  and  a 
Mrs.  Kittridge  having  already  entered 
vKen  the  horses  snddenly  became 
lightened  and  started  at  a  furious 
speed  up  the  pier.  Mr.  Thayer  jump- 
ed into  the  barge  as  it  started  and 
tried  to  secure  the  reins  but  owing  to 
the  strength  of  the  bars  which  protect 
the  glass  in  the  front  of  the  harge  he 
was  unable  to  reach  them.  When 
near  the  foot  of  Atlantic  Hill  the 
horsas  slackened  their  speed  and  Mr. 
Thayer  again  undertook  to  secure  the 
reins  from  the  outside  but  in  doing 
this  the  horses  were  again  alarmed  and 
started  at  full  speed  throwing  Mr. 
Thayer  to  the  ground  as  they  did  so, 
but  fortunately  not  injuring  him.  The 
horses  then  proceeded  at  a  furious 
rate  through  Hull  street  to  the  Nan- 
tasket station  of  the  O.  C.  R.  R.  and 
turning  up  the  track  ran  directly  into 
the  5.3s  train  from  Cohasset,  which 
had  just  stopped  there,  wedging  them- 
selves and  the  barge  so  firmly  between 
the  rocks  and  the  cars  that  it  was  with 
the  greatest  difficulty  that  they  were 
sufficiently  moved  to  allow  the  train  to 
proceed.  The  occupants  of  the  barge 
although  thoroughly  frightened  and 
considerably  shaken  up,  were  entirely 
uninjured  and  the  horses  did  not  re- 
ceive even  a  scratch .  The  barge  was 
damaged  to  an  extent  of  not  over  $50. 
It  was  certainly  a  most  miraculous 
escape  for  all  concerned.  Had  the 
train  been  a  few  seconds  later  or  the 
barge  a  few  seconds  earlier  the  wagon 
would  have  been  struck  by  the  train 
and  the  accident  could  not  hut  ha*e 
resulted  in  loss  of  life.  On  the  other 
hand,  had  the  horses  turned  the  cor- 
ner of  Jerusalem  road,  as  it  seems 
strange  they  did  not  do,  that  being 
their  general  route,  the  barge  would 
undouhtedly  been  overturned  acd  the 
result  in  this  case  must  have  been  very 
serious.  In  justice  to  the  driver,  Mi 
Thayer,  it  must  be  said  that  no  hlame 
can  in  any  way  be  attached  to  him  as 
he  did  everything  in  his  power 
reach  and  stop  the  infuriated  horses.

It  tunkes  a  very 
oico  sweet  picklo ;  mixed  with  apple* 
Tor  apple  sauce  and  pic*  it  gives 
flavor  not  easily  excelled  ;  and  it  makes 
tho  b**i  jelly  aud  marmalade  and  a  de- 
licious preserve. 

TO  t'KKiKKYK  QUKfCia 

Quinces,  if  very  ripe,  Are  best  pre- 
served in  tho  following  manner 
»nd  cut  them  in  slice*  an  ioch  thick — 
take  out  tho  cores  carolully 
have  tho  slice*  in  the  form  of  a  ring. 
Allow  a  pound  of  nice  whilo  sugar  for 
each  pound  ol  fruit— dissolve  it  in  cold 
water,  a  quart  to  a  pound  of  sugar, 
then  put  io  tho  sliced  quince*  and  let 
them  soak  in  it  ten  or  twelve  hours. 
Put  them  in  a  preserving  kettle  and 
put  it  on  a  modorato  fire.  Cover  them 
over  and  let  tho  quinces  boil  gootly — 
there  should  be  more  than  enough  syrup 
to  cover  the  quioccs.  When  a  broom 
'plintcr  will  go  through  thorn  cosily 
tako  them  from  the  fire  and  turn  them 
In  tho  course  of  a  week  turn  the 
syrup  frern  them  and  boil  it  down  so 
that  there  will  be  just  enough  to  covet 
tho  trait. 

When  not  very  ripe,  pare  and  cut  th< 
quince*  either  in  ring*  or  quarters, 
tako  out  the  core*  aud  boil  the  quinces 
pure  water,  till  they  begin  to  grow 
tender — tako  them  up  and  strain  the 
iter  in  which  they  are  boiled— put 
either  hrown  or  white  sugar — add  A 
little  cold  water.  When  lukewarm  put 
id  the  whites  of  oggs  and  clarify  it- 
cool,  then  put  in  the  quince*,  aod 
boil  them  slowly  for  hall  an  hour. 
Keep  them  covered  over  while  boiling 
if  yon  wish  to  have  them  of  a  light 
coler.  Turn  them  out  into  pot*  as 
as  preserved  and  set  them  away 
cool  place.  Look  at  them 
so  of  a  week  to  see  if  they  have 
fermented — if  so,  turn  the  syrup  from 
them,  boil  it,  and  turn  it  back 
hot.  The  parings  and  cores  of  tho 
qninccs  can  be  used  for  marmalade  with 
a  few  whole  ones.  Some  people  pre- 
cr  to  preserve  the  quinces  with  the 
are*  in,  hu  the  syrup   will  not  look 

Following  is  a  cheap  method  for  pre- 
ferring quinces  that  answers  very  well 
for  common  use :  Fare,  helve,  and  tako 
ires  ol  the  quinces,  and  boil 
the  parings  in  new  cider  till  soil. 
Strain  the  cider,  and  for  five  pounds  of 
quinces  put  in  a  pound  of  brown  sngar, 
quart  of  molasses,  and  the  beaten 
white  of  an  egg — clarify  it,  then  put  in 
the  quinces.    There  should  be  a  little 

than  enongh  cider  to  ca 
quinces,  as  it  wastes  a  good  deal  while 
the  quinces  are  boiling.  Tbe  peel  of 
ora  ge  cut  iu  small  pieces  and  boiled 
with  the  quinces,  is  liked  hy  some  to 
flavor. 

Qt.XCE  MARMALADE. 

Take  the  fruit  when  fn'ly  ripe  and 
a  fine  yellow ;  pare,  quarter  and 
re  it-  Put  tbe  qninces  into  a  sauce 
pan  with  a  little  water,  set  them  oathe 
fire  nntil  they  are  quile  soft ;  then  take 
them  ont  and  lay  them  on  a  sieve  to 
rub  them  throngh  ;  and  put  to 
each  pound  of  tbe  strained  quinces  a 
pound  of  brown  sugar,  set  it  on  a  few 
coals  and  let  it  stew  slowly,  stirring  it 
constantly.  When  it  has  stewed 
honr  take  a  little  of  it  ont ;  let  it  get 
cold,  and  if  it  then  cut*  smooth  it  is 
lufficiently  stewed. 

QUIXCE  JELLY. 

Halve  the  qninces  and  take 
cores.  Boil  the  quinces  till  very  soft 
dear  water,  mash  them  and  let  them 
drain  throngh  a  flannel  bag  without 
sqoeezing  them.  Put  to  the  qnince 
liqnor,  when  drained  throngh  the  bag, 
white  sugar  in  the  proportion  of  a  ponnd 

pint  of  Iiqnor.    Add  the  whites 
eggs  and  clarify  it.    Wheo  clear  b 
a  moderate  fire  till  it  becomes 
thick  jelly.    Fill  glasses  with  the  jelly 
and  cover  them  tight.    Tho  qoince 
pulp  that  remains  in  the  jelly  bag 
be  made  into  marmalade.

Tlio  reooniraondntion.  contained  in  tha 
report  of  M.  de  Lesscps  to  the  Pnria 
Academy  of  Soiouoe  that  n  statuo  should 
bo  erected  to  tlio  Marquis  Olaude- 
Frnnoois-Doroec  Jonffroy,  known  der- 
isively in  his  own  day  as  Jouffroy-hv- 
pompo  odds  ono  more  to  tho  cases  in 
whioh  a  tardy  triumph  has  been  devised 
for  thoso  who  in  their  own  day  were  neg- 
lected and  scorned.  Born  in  1751  of  one 
of  tha  great  uoblo  families  of  Frnuohe- 
Comte  Jonffroy  d'Abbnus  was  one  of 
tho  first  and  probnbly  tho  first  in  his 
century  to  make  a  vessel  travol  by  steam 
power.  With  tho  aid  of  a  village  brazier 
ho  constructed  a  vcewol  which  in  the 
months  of  Juno  and  July,  1770,  at 
Baumoa-les-Damos,  moved  by 
power  npon  tho  Donbs.  A  mo 
bilious  oxperimcnt  attended  by  a  mod- 
erate amount  of  success,  was  made  after- 
wards on  the  Saono  at  Lyons.  All  ohaaoo 
of  benefitting  by  his  invention 
doniod  him.  Tho  privileges  ho  Bought 
from  the  Academy  of  Science,  whioh  now 
contemplates  erecting  to  him  a  statuo, 
were  denied  for  years,  nntil  in  the  end 
Jouffroy,  ruined,  withdrew  into  seclu- 
sion, and  died  in  1382  in  the  Invalided, 
of  cholera.  If  the  mnoh-dobated  dis- 
covery in  15-18  of  Blosoo  de  Garay  be  pnt 
on  one  side,  as  assumably  should  bo  the 
case,  Jonffroy  will  havo  about  as  good 
claim  to  the  invention  of  the  steamboat 
as  has  Gutenberg  to  that  of  printing. 
As  in  the  caso  of  most  great  dicoveries, 
tho  idea  was  in  the  air,  and  the  Marquis 
was  almost  if  not  quite,  the  first  to 
ploy  it  with  snocoss.  I  hope  he  will 
have  his  statna  Talking  of  marquises 
and  statnes,  wo  have  a  Marquis  of  Wor- 
cester who  is  as  mnoh  entitled  to  a 
stntno  as  any  discoverer  of  the 
Balzac,  it  is  known,  wrote  o  drama, 
RosBonrces  de  Qninoln, "  on  an  imaginary 
discovery  of  a  steam  ship,  and  the  per- 
secution brought  on  tho  discoverer. —

Arriving  at  Algiers  by  rail,  a  traveler 
naturally  feels  a  sense  of  disappoint- 
ment as  if  ho  were  oomo  npon  a  modern 
Frenoh  town  with  its  streets,  large  ft 
houses,  colonnades  and  gay  shop  win- 
dows. This  is  modern  Algiers ;  and  it 
lies  along  tho  borders  of  the  sea  for  a 
distance  of  two  miles  or  more,  and  on 
the  rising  hillsides,  throe  or  four  blocks 
upward.  High  above  tho  Frenoh  hnild- 
ings,  and  directly  back  of  them,  rises 
what  is  left  of  the  old  Arab  city.  The 
houses,  white  as  an  advanced  knowledge 
of  tho  art  of  whitewashing  can  make 
thorn,  aro  irregularly  piled  together, 
like  a  hnge  mass  of  rock  candy.  A  flight 
of  five  hundred  steps  leads  to  the  Kasha, 
or  fort,  that  surmounts  tho  height ;  and 
many  other  streets  and  lanes,  dark, 
row  and  cireuitoua,  lead  to  the  i 
point  giving  the  old  town  a  triangular 
shape.  Scattered  over  tho  hills  on  either 
side  of  tho  city  one  sees  a  large  nu. 
of  villas  ;  those  belonging  to  the  Frenoh 
and  tho  rich  Hebrews  are  more  to  the 
left  of  the  town,  while  to  the  right  live  a 
largo  number  of  English,  who  occupy 
tract  of  land  extending  three  or  four 
miles  beyond  Algiers.  The  impression 
of  tho  place  is  mnoh  grander  when  one 
approaches  it  by  water ;  its  fine  harbor, 
with  the  forts,  lighthouse  and  arsenal, 
tho  rising  mass  of  buildings  of  darling 
whiteness,  terminating  in  the  gran  ~ 
fort  on  the  summit  and  the  Moorish 
villas  whioh  surround  the  bay,  half  con- 
coaled  by  the  luxuriance  of  the  foliage, 
make  Algiers  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
of  cities.  The  climate  is  absolute  per- 
fection. Neither  hot  nor  cold,  but  al- 
lowing one  always  to  sit  with  open 
windows.  The  seasons  are  not  marked 
by  the  budding  of  trees  and  tbe  pntting 
forth  of  flowers,  for  this  is  going  on 
throughout  the  year.

Candles  denote  both  a  low  and  a  high 
state  of  society.  Tho  early  Greeks  and 
Romans  burned  candles  mode  of  wax 
and  tallow.  Those  woro  of  a  very  primi- 
tive kind,  consisting  of  osium wicks  and 
of  tho  pith  of  bulrushes,  dipped  into 
liquid  wax  or  taliow.  But  these 
way  to  the  handier  lamp,  whether  of 
terra  cottn  or  of  bronze.  In  a  oo 
abounding  in  olive  and  other  vegetable 
oils,  this  was  tho  easier  way.  In  Eng- 
land tho  supply  was,  as  indicated,  from 
an  animal  oonrca  Thon  a  time  came, 
especially  in  England,  whon  lamps,  ex- 
cept for  tho  wool  thy,  went  ont  of  use, 
and  candles  were  mostly  used.

Before  the  intro- 
duction of  petroleum  into  England, 
dice  in  tho  country  and  in  tho  city  were 
used,  either  by  tho  vory  poor  or  tho  very 
rich.  Tho  queen  has  nover  given  a 
drawing-room  reception  where  either 
lamp-light  or  gaslight  was  used;  only 
wax  lights  must  shina  No  British 
nobleman  invites  his  guests  to  a  boll 
whoro  tho  illumination  is  by  anything 
elao  than  by  exponsivo  wax  candles ;  and 
by  tho  latter  I  mean  eithor  thoso  mado 
from  wax,  as  wo  commonly  understand 
it  or  from  tho  finest  spermaceti.  On 
tho  altars  in  ohnrohos,  nono  bnt  lights 
mado  from  vegetable  wax  and  vegetable 
oil  aro  ovor  used.

Tho  mercantile  marine  of  Russia,  tha 
Minister  of  Finance  reports,  consists  of 
6,383  vessels,  of  which  0,779  are  sailing 
vessels,  with  a  capacity  of  657.574  tone, 
and  604  steamers,  with  a  capacity  of  111,- 
603  tons  and  a  propulsive  energy  of  80,- 
613  horsepower.  In  the  foreign  trade 
are  engaged  1.2S7  vessels,  including  108 
steamers ;  tho  White  Sea  contributing  10 
steamers  and  603  sailing  vessels;  the 
Baltic,  81  steamers  and  371  sailing  ves- 
sels, and  the  Black  Sea  and  the  Sea  of 
Azof,  67  steamers  and  306  sailing  vessels. 

From  the  data  supplied  by  Mr.  Thomas 
Sohwan,  the  manager  of  the  Cologne 
Central  Towing  Company,  a  writer  on 
stream  wire  rope  towage  feels  justified  in 
Baying  that  altogether  the  results  ob- 
tained on  the  Rhine  show  that  in  a  rapid 
stream  tho  current  to  be  contended 
against  the  greater  being  the  advantage 
of  wire  rope  haulaga  A  similar  system 
has  been  employed  on  the  Erie  Canal  in 
this  country.

that  tho  leaves  ought  to  bo  boiled,  after 
whioh  treatment  they  are  said  to  be  as 
palatable  as  spinach  If  this  be  the  fact 
it  is  worth  knowing,  as  spinach  is  neces- 
sarily excluded  from  tho  diet  of  the 
oxalurio  patient  am!  it  is  precisely  in 
this  class  of  oases  the  soothing  properties 
of  tho  lettuce,  if  it  havo  any,  would  be 
valuable.
